TAQUARIL GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The adjourned fifth ordinary general meeting of shareholders was 
held at the London Tavern, on Wednesday, 

Mr. Ross D. MANGLEs in the chair. 

Mr. F, R. Buuert (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said he had been told that it was legally neces- 
sary before they went into any particular business—such as the con- 
sideration of the committee’s report—that they should pass the re- 
port submitted to the last meeting. It being, therefore, absolutely 
necessary that the one should precede the other, the Chairman, with 
the view of carrying such a course into effect, proceeded to move— 
“That the report which was circulated before the last meeting be 


now approved and passed.” 

A SHAREHOLDER asked why it had not been done at the previous meeting ?—— 
Mr. Buvuertt replied that the delay in passing the resolution had been caused by 
the opposition of a shareholder to the accounts being passed before he had exa- 
mined them in detail. 

The motion was then put to the meeting, and rejected. 

The CHAIRMAN observed that if it were the pleasure of the meeting to stop all 
proceedings they had taken the most effectual course towards such an object. The 
report had been rejected, and there seemed to bean end to the matter. He desired 
the opinion of those shareholders who had opposed the motion as to what steps 
were to be taken next. 

A SHAREHOLDER thought that the resolution had better be put to the meeting 
again; he, for one, had not understood it when the votes had been first taken upon 
the question. 

Another SHAREHOLDER had only objected to the motion because he wanted to 
know the cause of it being postponed from the last meeting. 

Mr. BuLveETT said it had been put to the meeting in the usual form, when it was 
opposed by Mr. T. G. Taylor, who had desired fuller details as to the accounts. 
Ho could not, of course, answer for his motives in raising such an objection; it 
had, however, the effect of preventing the passing of the accounts. On a later oc- 
casion, at a subsequent meeting, the same motion was put, and again opposed, this 
time on the ground that that meeting was not legally constituted. Such, however, 
was not the case, there being 16 shareholders present, whereas by their Articles of 
Association six proprietors were sufficient to form a meeting. 

A SHAREHOLDER stated that no notice had been sent to the shareholders. 

Mr. WILDE said that, rnfortunately, on the occasion of the meeting in question the 
company’s legal adviser had not been present, and he himself had also been absent. 
Mr. Mangles and the secretary had been, therefore, to a certain extent in the hands 
of the meeting; but there was no shadow of a doubt that that meeting had been 
legal. It was true no notice had been forwarded to the shareholders of such meet- 
ing, but, the time having been fixed at the previous meeting, every gentleman pre- 
sent on that occasion, and there had been a large attendance, was aware when the 
adjournment would take place. Under those circumstances, and being desirous of 
saving every unnecessary expense, the board had only advertised the meeting to 
the extent fixed by the Articles of Association. Thus he felt confident it would be 
acknowledged by the majority of the shareholders present that that meeting had 
been leg uly constituted—(hear, hear)—although the 16 proprietors then present, 
led by Mr. Taylor, had effectually opposed such an opinion. 

The resolution moving the adoption of the report and accounts was then once more 
put to the meeting, and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN intimated that the next business was the re-election of directors. 

Mr. WILDE considered it ridiculous to proceed to the re-election of directors until 
the meeting had decided to-day whether the company should be kept on or not. 
(Hear, hear.) As they were aware, there were four members on the board of this 
company, two of whom retired on the present occasion. It was known to the meet- 
ing that the directors were wholly ignorant of Mr. Henry Haymen’s movements, 
The only construction he could put on such extraordinary conduct was to suppose 
that he had gone out of his mind. 

The CHAIRMAN said the board had not heard of Mr. Henry Haymen for two 
months; none of his colleagues, nor even his wife or brother, Knew where he was. 
He thought, under the circumstances, it was only charitable to believe that he 
(Mr. Haymen) was out of his mind. The latest information concerning him had 
reached the board from New York, advising his immediate return to this country ; 
but, contrary to such intimation, Mr. Haymen had not appeared, nor had they re- 
ceived any intelligence as to his whereabouts. 

A SHAREHOLDER desived to know what reason could be assigned by the board 
for assuming that Mr. Henry Haymen was out of his mind ? i 

Mr. WILDE suggested that all further discussion of this matter should cease ; 
such a course would be productive of no good. 

Mr. WADDINGTON concurred in the opinion expressed by the Chairman in re- 
gard to the mysterious absence of Mr. H. Haymen; but he would urge upon the 
proprietors the necessity, as men of business, of making up their minds to the losses 
they had experienced, and resolve, without further delay, on what should be done 
for the future. (Hear, hear). It was only charity on their part to let the matter, 
in regard to Mr. Haymen, sink into oblivion, and say no more about it. 

The CHAIRMAN said he would propose as a preliminary step to going on with 
the ordinary remaining general business of the company that such business be 
postponed until the report of the committee of investigation had been disposed of. 

A resolution to that effect having been moved by the CHAIRMAN, and seconded by 
Mr. WILDE, was put to the meeting and carried. It was as follows:— x

lities, particularly in Brazil. The question immediately arises whether the mine 
shall be abandoned or additional capital found for its further development.

The CHAIRMAN then expressed his readiness to hear any remark from the gen- 
tlemen present in reference to that report. But, jn the first place, having regard 
to the last paragraph in the committee’s report, where it was stated that “At the 
general meeting convened for the 18th inst. the committee will be prepared to ex- 
plain and render further information that may be of too lengthened a character to 
be set out herein,”—it would be, perhaps, desirable that some member of the com- 
mittee should furnish the meeting with such information. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. E. J. BARTLETT (Chairman of the Committee of Investigation) said in ac- 
cordance with the object for which the committee had been appointed, he, together 
with his co-committeemen, had examined the accounts and other documents of the 
company, but he regretted to say they had not obtained that assistance from the 
books that they might possibly have expected, in their endeavour to ascertain what 
proportion of the capital subscribed had been applied to the general development of 
the mine, because the entire amount sent to Brazil was lumped together, and was 
charged under the head of “ English and native labour,” &c. They were, there- 
fore, compelled to deal with only these gross amounts, and from which it was im- 
possible to tell whether the sums stated to have been spent in the mining opera- 
tions had been expended properly and judiciously or otherwise. As to the condi- 
tion of the mine and the prospect of remunerative working, he said that if anyone 
had taken the trouble even in the first place to read the reports issued when the 
Taquaril was first formed, and to have carefully and in a business-like manner 
weighed the statements they contained, the shareholders would never have sub- 
scribed one penny towards the purchase of Taquaril Mine. There were several 
statements made in those reports as to what was actually to be found when the 
bottom of the mine was reached, and the workings carried out in the way sug- 
gested, but which promises—for they were not mere anticipations, being under- 
stood to amount to almost certainties—had never yet been realised.

As to the report 
being meagre, the meeting would admit that it would have been difticult to put all 
that he had stated down on paper. Then, in respect to their opinion on the ques- 
tion of abandoning the mine, or raising further capital for its future development, 
the committee had clearly stated that, after examining the report on which the 
company was founded, together with those to date, and having given the whole 
careful consideration, they found little, if any, encouragement to continue the 
undertaking. But they dil not advise that they should proceed to wind up 
the company, since it was not not impossible that some wholly unlooked for dis. 
covery might change the fortune of the company. From this expression of opinion 
the meeting would perceive that the committee did not deem themselves justi- 
fied in incurring the responsibility that would rest upon them if they definitely 
counselled any particular course to pursue. (Hear, hear). If the shareholders 
asked them for their opinion they replied by giving them facts. He had in his 
opening remarks furnished the meeting with an extract from the first document 
issued at the formation of the company, and then the statements now made as to 
the present condition of the company. From this data the shareholders might 
form a just opinion as to the advisability of continuing the company or not; and 
having put the proprietary in possession of this information, he conceived that 
their object, as a committee of investigation, had been obtained. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. FLETCHER thought that the shareholders ought to feel very thankful to the 

members of the committee for their disinterested services on behalf of their fellow- 
shareholders, and for the able manner in which the committee had discharged 
its duties. (Hear, hear.) With a view of bringing the matter to a conclusion, he 
would desire to propose that the members of the committee meet with the directors 
of this company for the purpose of preparing between themselves a report on this 
question, and in which they might recommend the most advisable course to pursue 
in regard to it. He suggested this proposition since, from the appearance of the 
meeting, and the opinions expressed during the discussion which had taken place, 
he did not think the shareholders present were ready to decide finally on so im- 
portant a point. — 
Mr. WiLDE intimated that on July 20 last, in anticipation of what the meeting 
then about to be held might do, the directors had thought it right to send out to 
their manager instructions to give all_the men in the company’s service the eus- 
tomary six months’ notice to leave. Now, in regard to that some action must be 
taken by the govening bodies. 

The CHAIRMAN fully concurred in the proposition made by Mr. Fletcher, He was 
quite willing that the plan proposed should be adopted—that the committee of in- 
vestigation should meet the directors, and that they together should draw up are 
solution to be submitted to another meeting as to what should be done in the 
future. (Hear, hear.) _ 

Mr. WADDINGTON considered the question was one to be decided not by either a 
committee or by the board, but should be determined by the meeting itself. (Hear.) 
Mr. BARTLETT thought that if anything was to be done it should be carried out 
immediately. He questioned whether there were any gentlemen present who were 
willing to subscribe further capital upon the faith of the last report from Mr. Martin 
announcing the discovery of ground of some prospective value. ; 
Mr. RowsELL said, as a member of the committee, that they had examined the 
report and accounts, and their opinion after that investigation was that the share- 
holders should decide upon the question of continuing the company or not. What 
good would be obtained by adjourning the present meeting? If he saw the slightest 
particle of advantage to the company in a further investigation, he would say by 
all means do so, but he did not. He fully agreed with Mr. Bartlett that the ‘best 
course to pursue was to come to some decision to-day as to whether it was desirable 
that the company should continue, or whather its affairs should be liquidated. But 
whatever course was adopted he would have the meeting bear in mind that to delay 
their decision in the matter was equally disastrous. In the event of its being deter- 
mined to wind-up the company, a delay in arriving at such a decision would have 
the effect of not only depriving the shareholders of any small amount that might 
be available for distribution among them, in consequence of its being absorbed b 
expenses incurred during the period of delay, but it might also render them liable 
for a sum that their present assets would be unable to meet. And, on the other 
hand, if it were resolved that the company should be continued, it would be highly 
detrimental to the interests of the proprietors that any suspension should take place 
in their mining operations, or in the general business of the company, consequent 
on a period of indecision. 
Mr. WILDE thought it hardly fair that the opinion of the present meeting should 
be taken as an expression of the views of the whole body of proprietors. He would 
desire to suggest that the meeting beadjourned for some short period. They would 
have another mail in within another month. He knew the chances of receiving any 
favourable advices from their manager was very slight, but he still considered them

THE FRONTINO AND BOLIVIA (SOUTIL AMERICAN) GOLD 
MINING COMPANY. 


The annual general meeting of shareholders washeld at the London 
Tavern, on W ednesday, Mr. T. E. Foakes in the chair.

Mr. GrorGE Hl. Cardozo (the secretary) read the notice con- 
yening the meeting: — 
The report of the directors stated that the delay in the presentation of the re- 
rt has been caused mainly by the non-arrival in Englind of the company’s 
superintendent, Mr. Rouch, whose presence at the meeting seemed, under the cir- 
camstances, almost indispensable to a right understanding of the best course to be 
adopted with respect to the future of the company’s mines. Judging from the re- 
rt of Mr. Rouch it is manifest that the company’s property is of very considerable 
yalue, and, with judicious management, capable of being made to produce a good 
return for the outlay which has already been expended upon it. That this is so is 
evinced by the fact that during each of the last three months a fair profit has been 
rate. Itis, no doubt, as disappointing to the shareholders as it has been to the 
directors, that it should have needed so long a period to bring the mines into a pro- 
fitable state; but when it is borne in mind how small an amountof the debentures 
have been subscribed for, the marvel is that the company has not long since been in 
Jiquidation. A perusal of the recent monthly reports will show the shareholders 
how essential it is that the balance of the debentures which remain unissued, and 
which amount to 5600/. should be at once taken up, in order that the company’s 
property may be freed from the mortgage upon it which Mr. Rouch thought it 
necessary to create in favourof Messrs. Restrepo, thecompany’s bankers at Medellin. 
The quantity of mineral stamped during the year ending Dec. 30 was 18,2381%4 
tons; produce in gold dust, 3,569% ozs.; average yield per ton, 3 dwts. 22 grains. 
It would be unbecoming to conclude this report without testifying to the liberal 
and honourable way in which the Messrs. Restrepo have dealt with the company ; 
ninot only did they advance a large sum of money in 1870, but they have subsequently 
i made considerable advances in order that the working of the mines might be con 
tinued, and in Mr. Rouch’s absence have undertaken the entire management of the 
mines on very reasonable terms. Since the last meeting the directors have lost the 
services of their colleague, Mr. Charles Martin, whose state of health has been such 
as to induce him reluctantly to resign hisseatat the board. Aswill be remembered 
py the shareholders, Mr. Martin was oneof those directors through whose exertions 
the company was saved from ruin at a most critical time in the company’s affairs. 
It is, perhaps, needless to say that it was with the greatest regret that the board 
accepted Mr. Martin’s resignation. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was with some degree of satisfaction that 
he met the shareholders upon the present occasion, although it would 
be observed by the accounts the loss during the year ending Dee., 
1871, had been considerable. Still during January, February, and 
March the monthly loss had gradually diminished, while during 
April, May, and June there had been an average profit of 442/. per 
month, after deducting all expenses. Therefore, they were encou- 
raged to hope they were in a fair way of realising something for 
the large outlay that had been made upon the property. Mr. Rouch 
was present, and would give explanations of many things which 
people in England could not understand; among other points the 
reason he had nearly always been a resident in Medellin, and the 
yatious duties he had to perform. Messrs. Restrepo, the bankers 
of the company, had with very great kindness and liberality assisted 
the company at a time when it was én extremis, by advancing avery 
considerable sum of money at the rate of 8 per cent., whereas the 
shareholders in England did not come forward and subscribe for 
the debentures, bearing an interest of 12 per cent., therefore the 
shareholders were greatly indebted to Messrs. Restrepo for their 
liberality, and he hoped a resolution would be passed thanking them 
for their conduct. In December of the indebtedness of 7483/. no 
less than 4300. was owing to Messrs. Restrepo. Of that amount 
they had paid off 1699/., and also 1700/., the produce of the mine for 
the month of June, reducing the amount owing to the bankers to 
23001. Looking at what their condition was 18 months ago, he 
thought they might congratulate themselves on the position they 
now occupied. One of their first objects was to get the company 
out of debt. The directors had authority at the meeting held in 
December, 1870, to issue 10,0002. worth of debentures, but they had 
succeeded in obtaining applications to the extent of 4200/., the ba- 
lance remaining unissued; he hoped, however, before leaving the 
room those shareholders who had not subscribed would feel it in- 
cumbent‘upon them to, at all events, render some assistance. It 
was of essential importance that they should get themselves out 
of debtand the mines out of trouble. With those few remarks he 
would callupon Mr. Rouch to make his statement. He then moved 
the reception and adoption of the report and balance-sheet. 

Mr. YounG seconded the proposition. . 

Mr. Rovuc said his great object had been to prevent the company 
owing money to anyone inclined to insist upon its payment at an 
inconvenient time, for which reason he went to Messrs. Restrepo, to 
which fact they might attribute their escape from a great many 
troubles in that country. Some people had fancied that he (Mr. 
Rouch) ought to have gone to the mines, when he declared he was 
absolutely required to stay in Medellen. Shareholders appeared to 
forget that there had been a great deal of business to transact be- 
sides the actual management of the mines. When he first went to that country 
there were no less ‘than 13 lawsuits, and the gaining of one of them meant the 
possession of the mines. It was not possible for him to be absent at that time 
without running great risk of failure in those suits. An adversary of his simply 
from carelessly neglecting to take some single trifling step, and the result would, 
no doubt, have been the same with him (Mr. Rouch) had he been away ; besides 
which he had had great difficulties to contend against, owing to the want of funds, 
difficulties which required his almost constant attendance at Medellin. When he 
first went to New Grenada all the affairs of the company were in a very involved 
state, and the managemant of the minescould not be said to be really in his hands 
until he appointed the late Mr. Charles Grieff, who had been 0! very great service 
in proving the boundaries of the company’s mines. He (Mr. Rouch) had, unfor- 
tunately, cause subsequently to change his opinion of Mr. Grieff, but during the 
first portion of his labours everything he did appeared to confirm the very favour- 
able opinions entertained with regard to him. During the late scarcity of funds 
he (Mr. Rouch) had obtained the means from Messrs. Restrepo upon his own re- 
sponsibility, and gave them a mortgage in preference to his own claim upon the 
compiny, which, of course, was a great sacrifice on his part. The Frontino Mine 
when he arrived there was in the following condition :—All the places had been 
worked up the poor faces and then left; what should have been done was the 
driving of the respective headings. When the directors sent him instructions to 
discontinue working the Frontino Mine, and to confine his attention to Bolivia, 

e did not think it by any means a well-considered order, and did not obey it, but 
kept the mine going for many months, the result being a trifling profit, but it was 
absolutely necessary to continually drive the “headings,” because the mineral lay 
nN streaks or shoots running down from the east to the west: consequently, in 
order to be sure of having mineral at all times, it is indispensable to drive the 
headings. At that time he was prevented from doing that work for want of borers ; 
hence it was Frontino Mine fell off in produce, until finally for want of funds he 
Was obliged to suspend operations. His opinion was that Frontino only required 
to be actively worked to make it pay well—it had never before been opened upon 
80 large a scale as it was now. He believed the headings had passed beyond the 
Poor places, for the quality of the mineral was improving when the operations 
were suspended.

He had made many en- 
quiries amongst his friends in Australia and California, to ascertain whethe? any 
mine was known in the same kind of formation; and, as far as his information at 
present went, there was none. The lodes were of solid quartz, and passed through 
the formation known as diluvium, consis ing of a great quantity of red earth, with 
large boulders of granite embedded at all heights; so that it was evident the for- 
mation must have been deposited suddenly, and where the red earth cracked these 
quartz lodes were found, some productive of gold, but remarkably poor. The 
poorer ones were those which commonly showed small specks of geld, but he did 
not think they contained any other gold. The properties posses-e.l by the com- 
pany well represented the two different classes of mines found inthat country. The 
Frontino ore gave an average of 1 oz. of gold per ton, and at the Reniedios Mine 
there were very rich places, but it was very curious none of these rich places led 
been opened out since he had been there. “He lad no doubt that rich places would 
be found. In reply to questions, he stated that he should always be anxious to be 
at the mine as much as possible, but there had been other moré important duties 
to perform, and the liwsuits were not yet terminated. When he tirst arrived in 
the country he could not prove the company possessed anything. 

The CiratrMAN said he wished to urge upon the shareholders the great necessity 
of considering the present financial position of the company. It was imperative 
that those shareholders who had not yet subseribed should ‘do so, in order to save 
the company.

Cedar Creek Gold Mines and Water Company (Limite?), Dutch Flat, Aug. 9.—I 
last had this pleasure July 27, since then I have received returns from the Union, 
Pacific, and Jehosaphat claims, and on the Sth inst. sent you the following cable- 
gram :—We have cleaned up the Pacifie after a run of 44, the Union 40, and the 
Jehosaphat 30 days, the net profit from which, together with the water receipts, 
amounted to $11,000, the Gold Run ‘remaining idle, and the deep shaft not yet 
ready to clean up; if these two last claims could have been included the prolit 
would have amounted to about $15,000, The deep shaft continues working up the 
layer of hard gravel mentioned in my last; they have nearly breasted up to a face, 
andare also runninga powder drift, which will be exploded next week, after which 
they will hive considerable dirt to wash off, and from which I expect good re- 
turns. In aformer letter I mentioned that the supplies and equipments had been 
nearly exhausted by the /ormer owners prior to the transfer, This same course 
was pursued further than IL mentioned at that time, even in washing off the top 
dirt in the Deep Shaft claim, and leaving the before-mentioned strata of hard 
cement and gravel, with no top dirt to run it off with. It is to be regretted that 
the property did not change ownership at the time intended—/.e., June l. The 
company then would have had the advantage of two runs instead of the expense 
of re supplying falling so heavy on one. The Jehosophat, Union, and Gold Run 
have all been put in perfect working order ready for the next water season. I 
have done this because the work can be done so much cheaper now than when the 
days are short and the weather rainy, and besides which we will not be obliged to 
lose the time after the water commences to run.

Dunne passed here on the 8th inst.; he intends returning in about ten days to 
examinethe property. I will write to you weekly hereafter, and give you detailed 
accounts as full as possible. ; N 
The last letter they had received from Mr, Ludlam also contained 
much information :— 

Dutch Flat, California, July 18.—Since my last I have been busily engaged ex- 
aming the mines, ditches, and reservoirs. The mines are good; the company has 
bought a wonderful property for a permanent investment. The larger portion of 
the top, or upper strata of dirt, have been washed off, however necessitating in a 
short time the running to tunnels, so as to work the lower, or bed-rock strata, 
which is composed mostly of gravel, and in all my former experience of gold 
mining I have found the lower strata to be by far the richest. By running these 
tunnels so as to walk to the bed-rock there can be obtained workings which I be- 
lieve cannot (even with double our water supply) be exhausted in 50 years. Pro- 
vided said improvements are made there can be no possibilify of failure, and pro- 
fits can only be estimated as immense. I have spent many years in mining, and 
never before have seen such an opportunity for so certain and large profits. 

The company did not get possession of the property so soon as they 
anticipated, owing to legal and other difficulties; and although the 
money was sent out to California, it remained at the bank some con- 
siderable time, until the difficulties were cleared away. The money 
was then paid, and the company took possession, but not until the 
water season was nearly over. However, the one run which the com- 
pany had been able to make had resulted in a profit of a little over 
20002.

MINING IN UTAH. 


A correspondent of the Wall Street Journal writes from Salt Lake that the Emma, 
Flagstaff, and Winsor Mining Companies have subscribed about $19,000 to improve 
the canyon road up Little Cottenwood ; and the Sut Lake Herald says thatthe work 
is to be prosecuted vigorously, the same being under the supervision of Mr, Max- 
well, superintendent of the Flagstaff Mine. ‘This sum will put the road in good re- 

yair for summer travelling, and the probabilities are that it will be kept open dur- 
a the whole winter, as will appear from the following letter from Little Cotton- 
wood ;—" It may be set down as a foregone conclusion that unless the mine owners 
and business men of this district adopt, and upon the tirst necessity put into and 
keep in operation, some plin to keep the canyon road open during the winter, we 
will agiin suffer, as heretofore, the inconveniences and serious losses incident to a 
snow-embargoed communication with the outside world. The road can be kept in 
a passable condition, despite the heavy snowfalls, if a well directed and supported 
attempt is made to do so, Of course, it will cost a considerabl camount of money 
to maintain wagon or sledge communication with the valley during the period of 
our heaviest snowfalls, but the cost will be a bagatelle compared with the advan- 
tages to be gained by keeping the road open. 
Nhe length of road that it will be necessary to constantly work does not exceed 
6 miles, and when we consider that, before the construction of the railroad across 
the Sierra Nevada mountains, a snow-belt of 40 miles in width, and from 4 to 12 ft. 
in depth, was so continually and effectively kept in a passable conditionn, that the 
stages between Virginia city and Placerville rarely failed of making schedule 
time, it will be seen how easily this 6 miles ofj canyon road may be kept 
in a like condition, On the road aeross the sierras, ox or horse teams, with 
broad track sleds, were kept at the differeut stations, and these teams were 
ttirted out, meeting each other hetween stations with the commencement of 
every snowstorm, and kept constantly travelling nightand day as long as the storm 
continued. In this manner the freshly-fallen snow was compacted into that which 
had previously fallen, and the road made firm enough to withstand the pressure 
of heavier loads than are ever hauled down this canyon during the dry season. In 
this connection I may state that I heard a responsible party offer, for a specified 
toll upon each ton of freight passing through the canyon during the stormy season, 
to build stables every two miles, oan employ men and teams to keep the road open, 
as above indicated. The plan is feasible, economical, and worthy the attention of 
all parties interested in avoiding the snow embargo so disastrous to mining enter- 
prises in this district.”

henelit to business, It is not generally advisable to attempt to main- 
tain enhanced rates when the demand becomes sensibly affected 
thereby ; and, notwithstanding all that lias been stated respecting light stocks and 
moderate supplies in support of the market, it is better tosubmitin time to reason- 
able concessions ratier than lose trade altogether. Foreign competitors are in 
England, and have carried off several lirge contracts ; and a readjustment of quo- 
tations should certainly at once take place, otherwise when orders are wanted they 
will not be forthcoming, and in place of extravagently high prices sellers may, ere 
long, be forced to take very unremunerative rates. 
CoprrER.—During the forepart of the week great depression pre- 
vailed, and prices continued to droop, but on Thursday afternoon 
there was a little revival, and a slight recovery ensued. The feeling 
of distrust, however, is not yet removed, owing to the following 
causes:—The announcement of further failures among the small 
dealers; the doubt as to how the remaining unexpired prompts will 
be met where large differences exist between the sale and the market price ; and 
the fear that money may be dearer, and interfere with the usual facilities of finance. 
With regard to loans, more stringent terms will certainly be required, and ample 
margins will have to be maintained ; and in the event of any difficulty arising on 
this account, and holders are pressed into forced sales, a great sacrilice would, in all 
probability, have to be made. Many have already suffered severe losses, and those 
who have deliveries still to make are fearful lest they may have a large portion of 
the copper thrown back on their hands. This keeps the market just now ina 
very sensitive state, particularly as there is almost a total absence of shippng orders, 
and there is very little beyond the home trade to support prices. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is not surprising to find that the majority of buyers have tempor- 
arily withdrawn, and until our market assumes a more settled appearance, decline 
entering into any extensive operations. Sales of Chili bars have been concluded at 
85/. cash, 14 days for Urmeneta and Hendebro brands and Australian, 94/, for Wal- 
larooo, since which buyers have offered an advance of about 80s. to 40s. per ton. 
Yellow metal 4 by 4 sheets have been sold at 84d. per lb. On late Change the 
smelters announced a fall of 102. per ton all round in English, and 3s. 4d. per lb. on 
yellow metal. It is too premature at present to say what the result of the change 
will be, but sellers of foreign were willing to concede, yet buyers were too shy to 
make offers. 
Irnon.—The downward tendency of the market seems now evidently 
to have commenced, and a sttong disposition has been manifested on 
the part of dealers to realise, but at present without making any visi- 
ble impression on buyers. The amount of business doing this week, 
both in pig and manufactured, has been extremely limited, notwith- 
standing the reduced rates at which iron has been offered. There is 
not likely to be any quantity ordered until a considerable drop takes place; buyers 
have no confidence in the continuance of such exceptional high prices, and as soon 
as ironmasters have executed the principal part of the orders which they have at 
present on their books a further decline will, in all probability, ensue. While or- 
ders could be obtained, and the advance in prices occasioned little or no difference 
in the demand, the men were entitled to, and might reasonably hold out for, a pro- 
portionate increase in their wages; but there is a litsit to all things, and the time 
has now arrived when the men must be satisfied to accept less wages. According 
to the reduction which takes p!ace in prices, so wages must decrease. At first there 
may, perhaps, be some difficulty in getting the men to agree to it, but if they are 
guided by reason in their determination they will at once submit to the altered state 
of things. It will never do for other countries to be able to carry off contracts at 
lower rates than ourown works can do them, which appears to have been lately done 
to some considerable extent. It would, therefore, be very unadvisable to attempt 
to maintain wages at such a high scale as to act so prejudicially to their own inte- 
rest, as well as to that of the whole trade. The manufacturers cannot readjust their 
prices without reference to the course which the men intend taking; therefore, the 
men ought to be the first to come forward to show their readiness to submit to less 
remuneration. But if, on the contrary, they resolve to adhere to that which they 
are at present getting, it is feared that during the ensuing winter in many of the 
iron districts there will be very little work, and consequently a vast deal of distress. 
In the North of ‘England there are already signs of less activity at the works, and 
it is expected that as the season advances and the navigation of the northern ports 
closes, great dulness will set in, as the demand must then be chiefly among con- 
sumers; and they are holdiug back everywhere in anticipation of lower rates, and 
no new undertakings are likely to be commenced until iron can be bought on more 
reasonable terms. From the Staffordshire districts orders have been reported as 
very limited, and this falling off is supposed to arise in the expectation of lower 
srices ; this causes the market to assume a very quiet appearance. The advance 
in the Bank rate on Wednesday has exercised a very depressing effect, and buyers 
will, doubtless, continue to use very great caution. Second-hand lots of bars have 
been offered at 12/. at the works, without finding buyers. It is also stated that Bel- 
gium is making girders at 2/, under the English quotation. Germany has also 
taken an order for railway material from us. In Welsh bars there is very little fresh 
business doing, and prices are somewhat easier. In Swedish no sales are reported 
although stocks are very small. Sellers are willing to meet buyers in these limits, 
owing to the less favourable turn that business has taken.

THE FOREIGN COAL DEMAND. 


The exports of coal from the United Kingdom can scarcely be said 
to have been affected at present by the extraordinarily high prices 
which have prevailed of late. In August we exported coal, coke, 
&c., to the extent of 1,278,805 tons, as compared with 1,267,950 tons 
in August, 1871, and 1,151,201 tons in August, 1870, while in the 
eight months ending Aug. 3L this year the exports were 8,889,118 
tons, against 8,104,818 tons in the corresponding period of 1871, 
and 7,851,174 tons in the corresponding period of 1870. The ex- 
ports of English coal to France presented, however, a rather con- 
siderable fall in August, the thrifty French beingapparently alarmed 
at the extraordinary level to which quotations have risen, It may, 
perhaps, be interesting to reproduce the shipments of coal to France 
month by month this year, as compared with the corresponding 
periods of 1871 and 1870:—

The consumption of English coal among the French has thus been 
progressively declining since May, the reduction in August as com- 
pared with May- having been 40,876 tons. If the decline should 
yroceed at the same rate for another six months it is clear that very 
ittle English coal would be consumed in France. Hitherto English 
coal has enjoyed an almost undisputed market upon the western 
coast of France, but it appears now to be steadily losing ground in 
that quarter; and, more wonderful still, we have learnt during the 
last few days that arrangements have actually been made for ship- 
ping coal to England from the comparatively new coal workings 
in the French department of the Pas-de-Calais, English coal appears 
to be in less demand in Russia, who might, one would think, sup- 
ply her own coal wants if she tried to do so. On the other hand, 
the consumption of our coal appears to have, more or less, consi- 
derably increased this year in Sweden, Denmark, Holland, Spain, 


and 25,001 tons respectively. The valne of the railway iron ex- 
ported in August was 1,072,739/. against 830,206/. in August, 1871, 
and 745,239/. in August, 1870; and in the eight months ending 
Aug. 31 this year 6,417,466 against 5,340,299/. in the corresponding 
period of 1871, and 6,180,582/. in the corresponding period of 1870. 





MINES, MINERS, AND THE MINES REGULATION BILL. 


Mr. A. McDoNALD has just issued notes and annotations on the 
Coal Mines Regulation Act of 1872, with a very interesting preface. 
Mr. McDONALD, as the leader of the mining body, took a very active 
part in framing some of the clauses in the Bill, and his views are 
of more than ordinary value at the present time, seeing that the Act 
comes into operation in about three months. In tracing the legis- 
lation relating to mines, he says, “ The first Act that we read of in 
Scottish history is one in the time of Queen Mary, in 1564;” it was 
then made statute law, and ordained that they should “na tak 
fourth onie coal be shippe,” under the pains of tinsell and confisca- 
tion. The coal question became still more important in the reign of 
JAMES VI., when the miners must have had a very heavy time of it. 
First, it is provided in one of the statutes, thatif the “said coalyiers” 
were to leave their masters without their consent they would be es- 
teemed, report, and houlden as thieves of themselves, of course, for 
leaving such masters. The same Act gives full permission to the 
masters and owners of all coal heughs to lay hold of all vagabonds 
and sturdy beggars, and to compel them to work in the pits. In 
the reign of Cuarves II. the rate of wages and working time of 
colliers were fixed by Act of Parliament. The working hours were 
“all the six days in the week,” and as to not working constantly, 
“was a great offence to God,” and to the prejudice of the masters; 
the men who were guilty of neglect were to pay certain fines, and 
if need be, suffer other punishment in “ their bodies.” Various Acts 
were passed, but one of the most important was, undoubtedly, that 
of 1842, which prohibited females, and boys under 10 years of age, 
from working in nines. The next enactment was that which had 
for its object the appointment of Inspectors of Mines, which was 
passed in 1850, but limited to five years duration. Acts of more or 
less importance were passed in 1855 and 1860, but the one passed 
last session is of far more value to miners than any of its predeces- 
sors, and will have laid the foundation for an entirely new system 
of carrying out the inspection of mines, and superintending mining 
operations. It will also be the first Act with regard to mines that 
has been extended to Ireland. 

In noticing the 17th clause, by which differences with regard to 
deductions may be referred to a third party, to be mutually agreed 
upon, Mr. McDONALD says—* We look upon the principle as being 
a germ that will tend to foster the promotion of boards of arbitra- 
tion in many places,” an opinion in which we fully coincide. Inthe 
section of clause 53, relating to new special rules, which is by no 
means plain, Mr. McDoNALDsays that the rendering of itis—1. That 
the persons employed in any mine have the right to object to any 
rules,—2. That the rules before being sent to the Inspector must be 
hung up at least two weeks at the office forinspection. In noticing 
those who have supported the miners in their efforts to obtain the 
passing of a measure which would be satisfactory to them, Mr. 
McDOoNALD says—“ Among those that have aided the miners in the 
Hlouse of Commons not a few have gone to their rest.

Ie also speaks in 
high terms of several of those who have bean associated with him, 
including Messrs. NORMANSELL, Burt, PricKrorpD, and CRAWFORD, 
Although we do not coincide with many of the views of Mr. 
McDONALD, yet we are glad to hear that his long unpaid services are 
about to be recognised in a substantial manner by means of a general 
subscription volunteered by the miners throughout the kingdom. 








TIE PRESSURE UPON THE SCOTCH COLLIERIES. 


A condition of things prevails with reference to the coal trade of 
Scotland that calls for notice here. Notwithstanding the very high 
prices of Scotch coal brought about in a comparatively short time, 
and notwithstanding the further fact mentioned in our Report from 
Scotland last week, that whilst in the corresponding week last year 
the exports of coal trom Scotch ports was 33,636 tons, the quantity 
shipped for the week this year was in excess of that quantity nearly 
11,000 tons, still it is impossible for the proprietors of collieries on 
the other side of the Tweed to satisfy the demands that are being 
made upon them. Owing to the inability of the people in distant 
parts of Europe, who have hitherto been dependent upon Scotland 
chiefly for its fuel supplies, to get what they want they will expe- 
rience more than annoyance in the ensuing winter. Very many 
people in Russia and Germany and the little kingdom of Denmark 
will, it is feared, be of the number. These conclusions arise out of 
the fact that it is impossible for the vessels that now lie at certain 
colliery ports awaiting cargoes to get supplied in time to enable 
them to get to their destinations before the advent of winter 


and Italy. Upon the whole, the foreign consumption has proceeded entirely shuts them out, an‘, therefore, effectually cuts off the sup- 


this year at an accelerated rate; the increase in the foreign demand 
in the first eight months of 1871, as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1870, was 253,644 tons; but the corresponding increase 
in the first eight months of 1872, as compared with the first eight 
months of 1871, was 784,300 tons, Under present circumstances, 
there seems little or no cause for congratulation in this fact ; never- 
theless, we state it. Should our coal exports move on at the same 
rate in September, October, November, and December as during the 
first eight months of this year, the shipments for the whole of 1872 
would be 13,335,677 tons, and this total would compare as follows 
with the exports of the previous 15 years:

Assuming that the est is substantially realised—al- 
though it is possible that the current high prices may rather curtail 
the shipments of the last four months of this year—our coal exports 
will have doubled themselves in the fifteen years which have elapsed 
since 1857. The production has grown more rapidly in the same pe- 
riod; still, the fact that we have to furnish 6,000,000 tons more coal 
to our neighbours than we shipped to them a few years since is not 
without significance, and has contributed to the present extraordi- 
nary dearness of coal in the British Isles, This dearness is reflected 
in the fact that while the 1,267,805 tons of coal exported from Great 
Britain in August, 1871, were valued at 609,336/., the 1,278,805 tons 
exported in August, 1872, were valued at no less than 1,120,2797. The 
value of the coal exported in the first eight months of this year was 
5,940,785/., or at the rate of 8,911,177. per annum. In 1857 the cor- 
responding total was 3,210,6612.; in 1867 it had risen to 5,992,427, ; 
in 1868 it amounted to 5,352,525/.; in 1869 to 5,067,7902.; in 1870 to 
5,688,3717.; and in 1871 to 6,267,0477. The statistics of the current 
year may fairly be said to be altogether bewildering, 





Exports oF RarLtway Iron.—The exports of railway iron from 
the United Kingdom were pretty well maintained in August, having } 
amounted in that month to 94,982 tons, as compared with 98,369 | 
tons in August, 1871, and 88,632 tons in August, 1870. The exports 
to Russia increased in August to 21,468 tons against 11,095 tons in 
August, 1871, and 28,152 tons in August, 1870; the shipments to 
the United States declined, however, to 40,005 tons against 47.993 
tons, and 41,076 tons in August, 1871, and August, 1870, respec- 
tively. The aggregate exports of railway iron from the United 
Kingdom in the first eight months of this year amounted to 627,587 
tons, against 662,841 tons in the corresponding period of 1871, and 
758,238 tons in the corresponding period of 1870, The exports to 
Russia in the first eight months of this year were 48,941 tons against 
65,634 tons and 163,700 tons respectively; those to the United 
States, $10,321 tons against 335,162 tons and 279,616 tons respec- 


tively ; and those to British America 59,050 tons against 48,114 tons 


ply. The information is that from 20s, to 25s, per ton is readily 
offered for cargoes in the Firth of Forth; but that even at these rates, 
or upon any reasonable terms, cargoes cannot be obtained without 
the vessels waiting an unreasonably long time. Thereare now lying 
in the Firth of Forth vessels that have been there four or five weeks, 
and have not yet obtained a single pound of coal. In illustration of 
the tardiness with which the vessels are supplied, it is mentioned 
that not many weeks ago aship was being hauled into Leith harbour 
when another ship was leaving for Russia. The sailing ship went 
to her destination, discharged her cargo in timber, returned to the 
Firth of Forth, and found the former vessels still unladen, though 
saptain and broker had been doing everythiug they could from the 
time she was berthed to get her filled up. Hundreds of ships, it is 
added, have been lying for weeks either at anchor in the various 
roadsteads of the Firth, or berthed in harbours and docks there, 
without earning a single penny, though all the time the masters and 
crews have to be fed and paid their wages. These expenses fall in 
the first instance on the shipowners, but ultimately the whole cost 
must be borne by the consumers of the cargoes. At Leith between 
40 and 50 ships are waiting for coals. Nearly as many vessels were 
a few days ago lying at Granton. At Burntisland matters are even 
worse. In that port 50 vessels are waiting for coal. One of them 
has been there seven weeks, and another five. Twenty ships are 
lying at St. David's with no better prospects before them than those 
describedin respect of the vessels at Burntisland, Granton, or Leith.

prize as that offered by Mr. Finru, with all the after advantages 
which a successful exhibitor is sure to reap, ought to bring together 
the machines of all those patentees to whose inventions we have 80 
often drawn attention, The actual results to the winner cannot be 
computed, seeing that in the present state of the coal trade collie 
proprietors would be only too glad to avail themselves of machine 
that was really efficient, and stamped with the brand of excellence 
which would be granted to the winning machine by practical men 
engaged in mining pursuits. There isanother matter in connection 
with the coal-cutting machines which ought not to be overlooked 
The patent recently taken out by Mr. Simpson and Mr. Hurp by 
which air can be compressed in almost any part of the workings of 
a colliery, at a comparatively trifling cost, at once remoyes what 
has hitherto been avery strong objection to the adoption of coal-cut. 
ting machines, as the heavy outlay for pipes, and the taking them 
from the surface to the bottom and into the workings, alone deterred 
many persons from adopting them. 

Of the machines that are likely to take part in the competition 
we suppose those of the Messrs. Fimru will be included. They are 
and have for a long time been, at work daily at the pits of the West 
Yorkshire Coal and Iron Company. At the present time we believe 
there are eight at work at West Ardsley, and either one or two at 
the Woolley Colliery, near Wakefield, of which the manager, Mr, 
MADDISON, speaks very highly.

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PUDROLITHE—THE SAFETY BLASTING POWDER. 

The importance to miners of a cheap and reliable means of frac- 
turing the rocks met with in the course of their operations is so gene- 
rally acknowledged that for some years past the attention of che- 
nical inventors has been turned to the production of blasting com- 
poundsat once cheaper and more powerful than ordinary gunpowder, 
and amongst the more recently introduced materials resulting from 
these inventive efforts pudrolithe will, it is anticipated, take a pro- 
minent position. Pudrolithe, it appears, has been largely used in 
Belgium for blasting purposes during the past year or two, and has 
given the greatest satisfaction to all who have tried it; it has now 
been tested in this country, and with equally favourable results; so 
that, assuming the extraordinary properties claimed for it to be 
proved, there need be little doubt that it will quickly become an 
article of great commercial importance. The material is said to be 
non-liable to explosion either by friction or percussion; it can be 
hammered upon an anvil without danger, and is altogetherso harm- 
less when uncompressed that it can be fired by the naked hand with 
® common cigar-light without causing explosion, whilst should it 
accidentally become damp it can be dried on a hot plate without 
danger, and without injury to its blasting power.

“The directors of the East Cornwall Mineral Railway, in a report 
just issued, state that since the line was opened for traffic, on May 7, 
sufficient time had scarcely elapsed to show a large amount of earn- 
ings, but from the report of the manager the directors considered 
that their estimate of the probable traffic would be fully borne out. 
Mr. Mitchell, the manager at Calstock, stated in his report to the directors that the 
traffic was now graduallyincreasing. Previous to the opening of the line the whole 
traffic of the district was carried on by horses and wagons, the owners of which, in 
view of the opening of the railway, compelled the various mines, &c., to enter into 
long contracts, some of which were not yet expired. In no single instance could 
amine be reached without carting in conjunction with the railway; and as the 
mines were not as yet disposed to purchase horses and wagons they were to some 
extent at the mercy of the carters; but, seeing the great advantages offered by the 
line, the various managers had promised to use all possible endeavours to induce 
their proprietors to co-operate with the railway. The coal trade of the district, 
which commanded the bulk of the traffic (coal being taken up and ore brought 
down as back carriage), had hitherto been practically in the hands of one firm ; 
but owing to the extension of the line into their yard, the company were promised 
all the traffic possible on the line. They had had a considerable traffic to the line 
from one of the brickworks, but the other brickworks had not yet commenced ope- 
rations. The expenditure for working the traffic in May and June had been 
greater than the receipts for thr traffic, but for July the receipts and expenses were | 
about balanced.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Sept. 19.—The Coal Trade has been very quiet during the past week, 
and fittle business done in shipping coals either coastwise or foreign, 
with one exception—that is for the Baltic, merchants being anxious 
to complete their orders for that sea as soon as possible, in anticipa- 
tion of the winter closing of the trade. The collieries are, of course, 
all fully employed, the home trade being still very strong, and prices 
having an upward tendency. Most of the works still have contracts 
onhand that will employ them for some time to come. On the 
whole, the men are working more regularly, and the excitement 
caused by the extraordinary demand for coal, and consequent great 
tise in the selling and working prices, appears to be passing away. 
The best workmen in both Durham and Northumberland are earning 
good wages; in some extreme cases men are getting from 4/. to 5/. 
per week, but the average earnings of the men at Cambois Colliery, 
in Northumberland, has been lately 10s. per day, and this is consi- 
dered the highest average. The wages of the enginemen have been 
increased in Durham generally by 6d. per day, and the prices of the 
pony putters have also been raised, the arrangement being similar 
to that lately made with the same class in Northumberland—that is, 
a fixed price fora “renk” of 130 yards, and 1d. foreach 20 yards ad- 
ditional. The question of the furtheradvance of the Durham miners 
prices by 15 per cent. is to be discussed at the Coal Trade Office on 
Friday next. 

New Wrxnrncs ror CoaL.—The various new sinkings for coal in 
the district are making as good progress as could be expected under 
the circumstances, when it is considered that both men and materials 

ave been very scarce of late, bad to get, and very high priced. The 
Silksworth new winning is the most extensive concern of the kind 
IN progress, and is now fast approaching completion; a large num- 
ber of workmen’s dwellings and other buildings are in progress, and 
when completed it will be one of the largest and most complete con- 
cerns in the North. Thenew sinking at Swalwell for coking coal is 
making good progress, the sinking having been contracted for by 
Mr. Shield, an able sinker, who was trained by the celebrated_Mr. 
Coulson, A winning for coal is also being pushed forward at Bear 
Park, near Durham, and considerable progress has been made. 
large new winning is to be made on the Eldon Estate, also near 
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Ferry Hill, that is adjoining the Eldon Colliery, one of the finest 
concerns in South Durham. The new winning connected with the 
Hetton Colliery has been completed, and rapid progress will now be 
made underground. With respect to working coal underneath the 
sea, this has been done to a considerable extent already at the 
Ryhope Colliery, as noticed in this letter, and no extraordinary difli- 
culty has been met with; and at Cambois, situated nearly at the ex- 
treme north endof the coal field, a considerable quantity of coal has 
also been got underneath the sea. At Harton and Monkwearmouth 
the working the sea coal may also be expected to be commenced at 
an early date ; and when this is done some idea may be formed as to 
the probable quantity of coal to be got under the German Ocean.

COMING OF AGE OF A COLLIERY PROPRIETOR.—The oldand well- 
known colleries at Team, on the Ravensworth Estate, have been in the hands of the 
Burdon famity for three generations, the late Mr. Burdon, took much interest iu 
these collieries, and always promoted to the utmost of his power the comfort and 
well-being of the workmen.

Mr. Fenwick gave a brief sketch of the 
history of ‘Team Colliery, and remarked, which is the fact, that a large number of 
the men employed have been at the works many years, and as the young pro- 
prictor has decided to go on with the mines they may be expected to be employed 
there all their lives. The Hutton seam, High Main, &c., have been worked at those 
mines for ages, and they are now a good deal exhausted, but the Busty seam is en- 
tire over the whole estate, it was sunk toa few yearsago, and will shortly be worked, 
as from it excellent coal is got. 

An arrangement has been made which will prevent the stoppage 
of the extensive works of Oswald and Co., at Sunderland, the works are to be ear 
ried on by the creditors until they can be disposed of advantageously, and it is un- 
derstood that an eminent firm in the iron trade have agreed to take the rolling 
mills and the branches connected with them immediately. The work in hand will

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSIIIRE. 


Sept. 19,—The South Staffordshire Iron Trade continues quiet alike 
in the pig and finished departments, new business being restricted 
by the high quotations. The general features of the trade are with- 
out change since our last report. The current quotations are—8/, to 
8/. 5s.8for all-mine pig, 6/. to 6/. 2s, 6d. for cinder pig, and 9. 5s. for 
cold-blast metal of Shropshire make. For finished iron barsare still 
quoted 162, 12s, 6d. by Earl Dudley, and 16/. by Messrs. Barrows and 
some other leading houses; but the second-class firms are offering 
bars of good merchantable quality at 13/. 10s., and 147, 10s. may be 
set down as the average rate throughout the district. Sheets (sin- 
gles) are 20/. to 20/.10s.,and girder-plates range, according to brand, 
from 18/. to 212. per ton. A steady business is doing in galvanised 
iron sheets for roofing and such like purposes, principally on Austra- 
lian and New Zealand account. Withreference to the arrears of or- 
ders for iron on the books of the manufacturers, it has transpired 
that many of them were booked at prices so very far below the pre- 
sent cost of production as to make it doubtful whether they will be 
executed at all unless the price of labour, fuel, and material should 
be very largely reduced. In any case, their execution at present 
would be attended with such positive loss that the orders for all 
practical purposes may be regarded as nel, and it is becoming evident 
that unless the demand speedily revives the ironmasters will be 
brought face to face with a serious difficulty. 

On ’Change at Wolverhampton, on Wednesday, it was stated that 
the reaction in trade was not confined to a temporary withdrawal 
of the foreign demand, but that orders for the home market are 
being sent to continental makers, owing to the high rates ruling in 
this and other English districts. Twoexamples of this continental 
rivalry were the subject of special mention. In one case an order 
for 200 girders in the hands of a Staffordshire contractor has been 
given out to a Belgian firm at 2/. per ton below the lowest quota- 
tion obtainable in this or any other English district. A large con- 
tract for railway picks for an English company, after being offered 
to the principal edge tool makers in Birmingham and the Black 
Country, has been given out to a Hamburg firm, on terms much 
more favourable to the buyers than could be obtained at home. 
These instances might be multiplied, but the two quoted will suf- 
fice to show that the aspect of the iron trade is sufficient to excite 
the serious attention of all concerned. 

The Sandwell Park Colliery Company have issued a special report 
on the recent discovery of coal in the trial sinking. The report, 
which is signed by Mr. Henry Johnson, F.G.S., states that on the 29th 
ult. the sinkers reached a bed of coal 3 in. thick. The roof of this 
coal is blue shale, containing numerous foreign plants such as ferns, 
calamites, and sigillaria. The floor of the coal is fire-clay, about 6 in. 
thick, containing stigmaria roots and small calcareous concretion- 
ary nodules. Below the fire-clay is white sandstone, through which 
the sinking has proceeded to a depth of 6 yards, making 8 yards be- 
low the coal. Mr. Johnson adds :— 

“T have carefully examined the strata and otherindications referred to, and have 
compared the section with that of the Bullock's Farm Colliery, and Earl Dart- 
mouth’s Heath Pit, and taking all the indications, I am of opinion that they are 
coal measures. It may be, however, that we are not yet in the coal measures pro- 
per, and that the thin bed of coal we have struck at 200 yards corresponds with the 
thin bed of what Professor Jukes calls ‘ Permian coal,’ found at Bullock’s Farm at 
90 yards deep, but I believe the balance of evidence to be in support of the former 
hypothesis.” 


| The shares of the Sandwell Park Company, on which 60/. has been 


paid, are quoted 600/. to 750/. each. No transactions are, however, 
reported since the discovery of coal. 

The Coal Trade of South Staffordshire is very brisk, and quotations 
are, on the whole, firmer. The threatened strike of the colliers is rendered less pro- 
bable by the fact that those on the Dudley side of the district have declared their 
intention to hold aloof from the movement. Now that councils are divided it is 
unlikely that the threatened resort to violent measures will be carried to a definite 
issue. Owing to this dispute, however, some of the coalmasters in the Willen- 
hall and Darlaston districts are declaring an advance of 1s. to 2s. perton. 

In the North Staffordshire Lron Trade there is not much change 
to report The demand for the heavier classes of iron is slightly better, but gene- 
rally the aspect of the trade is without improvement since our last notice. In 
plates, especially, the demand is quieter, and some of the mills are reducing their 
yield by two turns per week. : 

Sir Charles Adderley and Sir E. M. Buller, the members for North 
Staffordshire, laid the foundation stone of a Miners’ Hall at Chesterton on Mon- 
day. Chesterton is composed almost entirely of miners and a few tradesmen who 
supply their wants; and they have undertaken, by public subscription, to put up 
a handsome Italian building, consisting of a hall to accommodate 1000 people, 
ante-rooms for a literary institute, and suitable offices. 

The number of blast-furnaces at work in the South Staffordshire 
and East Worcestershire district is 108, producing 12,000 tons of 
pig-iron per week ; and there are about 1500 puddling-furnaces, pro- 
ducing 15,000 tons per week of finished iron. This is a higher 
average than has been known for some years past. 


IMPORTANT MINES DRAINAGE MOVEMENTIN SoutH STAFFORD- 
SHIRE.—We were credibly informed on ’Change at Birmingham, on 
Thursday, that preparationsare being made toapply to Parliament in 
November next for a compulsory Act to drain the whole of the 
mines in South Staffordshire, by a rate to be levied upon the mine- 
rals raised in the district. Messrs. H. J:and E. Underhill, and Corser 
and Fowler, solicitors, of Wolverhampton, are the joint solicitors to 
the proposed Bill; Messrs. David Peacock, of Tipton, and Henry 
Johnson, of Dudley, are the engineers; and Mr. Henry Smith of Wal- 
sall, is the secretary. A meeting of the whole trade of the district 
is to be called at Wolverhampton in a few days to receive the report 
of the promoters of the Bill. We hail this intelligence with the 
utmost satisfaction, as being the most desirable and important step 
ever undertaken for the benefit of the Black Country. 


MINING In Nortn Starrorpsuire.—-In reference to the corre- 
spondence between Mr. T. Wynne, Her Majesty's Inspector of Mines for the North 
Staffordshire district, and himself (which appears in the Supplement to this week's

The transactions in iron ore since last week have been numerous, 
at the present high prices, and would indicate that smelters have 
hopes that the present value of pigs will continue. The ordersfrom 
the Continent forward give some colour to this expectation; but 
some of the best “learned” on’Change think the best of the trade for 
the year is about at anend. We are left, however, with little iron 
in store, perhaps 135,000 tons or thereby, to eke out a demand which 
is exceedingly over our present production by about 8000 tons per 
week. The run is chiefly on brands of No. 1, for shipment. The 
irregularity of the supply of fuel, and the intermitted demand for 
the price of labour is disconcerting the operations of masters, and 
putting the arrangements of brokers with buyers all out of joint. 
The trade in finished iron can scarcely be said to be prosperous, and 
there are indications of a period of quietness coming on. Mossend 
Works, we are told, are staniling this week on account of a dispute 
about the remuneration of the “ doctor ;” and it is also reported that 
two works at Coatbridge are about to pay off several of their hands, 
for “some reason.” For all kinds of bar-iron the orders are scarce, 
but no change have been madein quotations. The cognate branches 
of the trade report plenty of work. 

Coal has been advanced this week from Is. to 3s. a ton, according 
to quality, although the exports only reached 32,921 tons, against 
37,916 tons in the corresponding week of last year. No reason for 
this additional advance has been given. However, the very high 
price to which coal has attained in this conntry has imparted a 
stimulus to “prospecting” for the mineral (both in likely and un- 
likely strata) in Ireland, France, Belgium, Denmark, Russia, India, 
and other countries and islands, and they have undoubtedly met with 
some measure of success, These countries were formerly, toa great 
extent, if not wholly, dependent on Britain for their supplies; but 
if their new-born zeal in “ boring and drilling the earth” is rewarded 
by finding remunerative seams of coal in their own lands, this might 
permanently depreciate the value of our coal fields, lessen the number 
and importance of our markets, and all for the purpose of securing 
immediate, though temporary, usurious rates for the article. There 
is also this danger “looming in the distance ”—several of our large 
factory owners threaten to stop their works as soon as their present 
contracts for fuel expire. Now, while this would crowd our cities 
with discontented and famishing factory workers, and those depen- 
dent upon them,—it would, in all probability, attract the attention 
of the Legislature to the whole subject—what would be the gain to 
the coal masters themselves, with a decreasing demand, and foreign 
customers supplying themselves out of their own newly-dcveloped 
resources? Of some of these contingencies there are coal owners 
who entertain a salutary fear; and it is these, amongst other things, 
which render the present course of the market perilous. Itis perilous 
not less to our mine owners than is our manufacturers; and if un- 
checked, is calculated to direct our trade to other countries—a danger 
worth averting, even though in the meantime our coal masters should 
become “ wealthy as a South Sea dream.” 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTIL WALES. 


Sept. 19.—The heyday of the Iron Trade seems once more to have 
gone by, for all things connected with it appear now to be getting 
less satisfactory. It is evident that buyers and consumers have come 
to the conclusion that manufacturers have carried matters with too 
high a hand, and they are bent upon bringing them down if possible. 
It must be said that most of the makers in the district have it in 
their power to make the task which buyers have set themselves a 
difficult one, as they are pretty well provided with engagements be- 
fore hand, and, perhaps, it would not be far wrong to say that they 
are safe forample work for theirestablishments up to the end of the 
year. It is not well, however, to see day after day, and week after week, now pass- 
ing without a transaction of any account being entered into, and some of the less 
fortunate makers may well begin to feel uneasy, for if a similar state of things pre- 
vail long in the markets their position will be far from enviable. The exports of 
iron have of late shown a considerable falling off, for the reason mainly that there is 
now but little iron being forwarded to the United States of America, and the con- 
sequence is that thereare much larger stocks of various descriptions at the shipping 
places than have been seen before for a longtime past. What orders are now under 
way are principally for the northern ports of Europe, and there is some difficulty 
experienced, in getting steam-ships to convey the iron in that direction sufficient] 
expeditious as the shipping season will shortly close for the winter, It is diffien t 
to see how the price of finished iron can be reduced to any material extent, while 
coals and all raw materials are at such high values, but it is clear that some read- 
justment must be made or the trade cannot possibly be on a sound footing. Steel 
makers continue actively engaged with Canadian and some other orders. Pig 
makers are also as busily engaged as they can be, but they ex perience less difficulty 
at present in supplying the requirements of finished iron makers. ¥v : 

A most unsatisfactory state of things is to be reported in the Tin- 
Plate Trade. There is no improvement in the demand, and makers have proceeded 
to carry out their determination to reduce the make one third, to meet the limited 
demand, rather than make any reduction in their quotations. The men afteadding 


to their difficulties, for at several establishments in Glamorganshire, Jursuance 
of a notice which had been given, the workers have turned out of . At 


Britton Ferry and Swansea several of the establishments have been at a @andstill 
all the week, the men having been paid off and ordered to leave the employers’ 
houses which they dwelt in. The hammermen have demanded 7d. per ton advance, 
and their conchers free; the puddlers asked for a rise of 6d. per ton, and short 
weight (that is, 112 lbs. to the ewt. instead of 120 lbs.); and the bar-rollers applied 
for 414d. per ton advance, all which demands have been refused ; but it is not un- 
likely that the 4%d. will be conceded to the bar-rollers. Some hopes are enter- 
tained that an arrangement of the disputes will be come to by the beginning of 
next week. The four days per week system has been put in force. : 

There is not much change to report in the Coal Trade since last 
week, but it may, perhaps, be remarked that the demand for steam coals is not so 
pressing, but colliery proprietors seem to have no difficulty in disposing of the very 
largest quantities they can bring to surface, and they seem little disposed to lower 
quotations in the least. Complaints are still prevalent about the conduct of the 
men, who persist in restricting the output by irregular working. It is havuly ne- 
eessary to say that the demand for house coal is increasing, and prices advancing. 
Large quantities are being cleared to the markets coastwise and inland. : 
The colliers have held several meetings in various p1rts of the dis- 
trict during the week to disenss different questions, not the least prominent amongst 
which were the extension of the Union and the door-boy grievance.

THE MINERAL WEALTH OF CORNWALL.

Gotp Mrxtn@ tw Cattrornta.—The Californians are beginning 
to go over their gold fields again, and in some eases they find gleaning in aban- 
doned mines profitable. The time was when they ran away from places that did 
not afford a large vield, because, with the appliances for mining that were then 
used, they could not be worked with profit. In many eases they have now gone 
back to such ores, and find they pay. A mine high on the Butte mountains, in 
Sierra county, that never yielded anything but ores of a low grade, has been 
worked for years with water power, and has enriched all its owners. It vields 
between $10 and $12 per ton of quartz. In one month of this year 3364 tons 
of rock turned ont $35,597 +. cost of mining and milling, $3-97 per ton: net 
profit, $22,242. This seems like breaking a great deal of rock for $10°50—but the 
water-prwer piles up a good many thousands at the end of a month. It has 
been demonstrated that ore that yields no more than $5 per ton ean be made 

rofitable by means of good water-power.—[The above evidently refers to the Sierra 

uttes Mine, owned in London, which has sinco its organisation paid regular divi 
dends upon ore that has averaged only from $8 to $10 per ton, a: 
which pay $15 to $20 per ton are now looked upon as prizes, whereas a few vears 
since, by reason of high wages and inadequate machinery, they were practically 
worthless.] .

(the purified ore as sold to the smelter) toa ton; and in one instance 
at least of not more than 2 lbs.

By dressing, the metallic portions of the ore 
were brought into the state known as black tin, when they were 
sold to the smeiter—each parcel being paid for as the result of an 
assay made by the smelter.

1}, so that the net produce would be reduced to 18. This net pro- 
duce was multiplied into the “standard,” a price fixed from time to 
time by the smelters, who assembled for the purpose—and which 
was always below the price of fine metal—and the result gave the 
amount paid for the ore in tons. The mode of calculation was alto- 
getherin favour of the smelter. The assay was made by him or his 
agent on a small quantity, which never yielded so large a percentage 
as the bulk, nothing less than ¢ in 20 was reckoned. and the stand- 
ard and returning charges were both fixed by the smelter. The 
standards were four in number, varying with the quality of the 
metal or white tin--common, superior common, fine, superior fine. 
The returning charges were often different for different qualities, 
but were generally believed by miners to be largely in excess of 
what was necessary. In the five years from 1867 to 1871 inclusive, 
the yield of black tin had increased from 11,066 tons to 16,898; and 
its value from 549,375/. to 1,068,733/.; of metal from 7296 tons to 
11,322, value respectively 670,228/7., and 1,556,577. The increase was 
fairly maintained up to the present time, nor did Mr. Collins think 
any great reaction was likely to result from foreign supplies. The 
real was not equal to the apparent advance, owing to the rise in 
labour and materials, but this might to a great extent be met by in- 
creased economy. Cornwall] by no means depended upon its copper 
mines, since at the present time only one or two were able to pay 
cost. Many of the better known deposits were worked out, and 
the low prices of copper for some years had by no means encouraged 
the search for new ones. The ores of copper were generally sold in 
amuch more crude state than those of tin, the average produce 
being a little over 64, whilst that of the black tin approached 70. 
The mode of selling and calculating the value of copper ore was 
somewhat more complicated than that already described. There 
was a varying standard for copper as well as for tin; but instead of the 
price being calculated from the standard, which was formerly the 
sase, the standard was now calculated from the price, and had ceased 
to have any value. This had arisen froma change of system. Cop- 
per was not now sold by private contract, as continued to be the case 
with tin, but by public competition, or at least pseudo competition, 
at what are called ticketings. These ticketings were conducted now 
much as they were a century ago; and Mr. Collins quoted the de- 
scription given of them by Jars, in 1765, as sufficiently explanatory of 
the method as followed at present. Samples were taken from the 
heaps of copper ore lyingon the mine by the agents of the smelters, 
and by them assayed. Ontheresult of that assay the price depended. 
The sale generally took place a fortnight after the samples had been 
taken, when the agents of the mines and those of the smelting com- 
panies assembled and dined together. “Each of the agents, seated 
with the adventurers round a table, gives in a ticket containing his 
offer for each kind of ore, specifying the weight of each heap—always 
expressed in tons. Ail the papers are then read aloud, and each 
person takes note of the offers which have been made,” the highest 
bidder having the ore. All this sounded perfectly fair and equitable, 
but it was borne in mind that the ores were only assayed by the agents 
of the purchasers as a rule, and that the competition was limited to 
a very few firms—nominally about a dozen, but really three or four 
only. It would be seen that the advantage was still on the side of the 
smelter, though not so much as in the ease of the tinores. The yield 
of copper ore for Cornwall and Devon had fallen from 209,305 tons, 
of 21 ewts. in 1855-6 to 67,443 in 1871-2; and the value from 1,283,639. 
to 316,213/7. In the same period the average standard had fallen from 
1417.

MINING IN IRELAND. 


THe Inisu Furt QuEstion,—It is anything but cheering to hear 
of another strike among the English colliers, and, as a natural consequence, another 
advance in the price of coals. But there are prospects, nevertheless, of more 
abundant supplies of fuel, and more moderate prices, although they may not be 
immediately realised. Through the liberality of the Midland and Great Western 
Company in carrying coal for 44d. per ton per mile, an extensive Irish coal field is 
about to be worked. One of the difficulties of the position is that while there are 
coal mines in Ireland, they cannot generally be opened at present, so that for 
several months at least.the prices of coal cannot be reduced very materially. A great 
deal, however, may be done without much delay in the greater utilization of peat. 
It is expected that before the close of the current half-year one-half of the coal re- 
quired by the railway referred to will be supplied from Irish mines, and that before 
the end of 1873, 150,000 or 200,000 tons of excellent coal will be forwarded by the 
same route to Dublin. If the Irish metropolis receive so large a supply from that 
quarter there will be larger supplies from other quarters for other towns. The 
area of the largest of the coal fields in the neighbourhood of Lough Allen is said to 
be 5760 acres, and the coal of good quality, suitable for either household use or lo- 
comotive purposes. The Lough Allen mines are now in the hands of wealthy 
expitalists, who are determined to work them thoroughly. That the liberality of 
the Midland Company has much to do with the working of the Lough Allen mines 
is evident from Mr. Readwin’s statement that had it not been for their liberal 
concession as to transit rate he would not have been encouraged in his investiga- 
tions and arrangements. The working of the coal mines in question, as well as 
lowering prices, will also give employment to numbers of Irishmen. 

CoAL NEAR KILLYLEA.—Some 30 years ago coal was discovered 
in Knockography, a small townland near Killylea, at Armagh. Now that coal has 
risen to a famine price it would be well to renew the works, and endeavour to turn 
the coal to some advantage. If coal exists in any quantity now that it has beeome 
so valuable it should be explored and investigated. Coal is also to be found in 
another quarter in the neighbourhood. 

CoAL IN THE Nortru.—The very high price to which coals have 
risen within the past few months in the North, as also in all parts of Ireland, has 
induced some gentlemen in the neighbourhood of Londonderry to give attention 
to local resources for supplying the inhabitants with fuel. On Sept. 10 a wagon of 
Irish coals was disposed of in Derry. The coal was raised in the county Antrim, 
between the towns of Ballymoney and Ballymena, and is of good quality. It is 
found at less than 4 ft. from surface, and if it could be supplied in quantity would 
enxble the North to dispense with Maryport and Brayton Moor supplies, which, 
although superior to the Antrim coal, is at present at famine price in the city of 
Derry, a place within easy distance of the English coal fields. 








Cork TRAMWAYs.—These tramways were formally opened on 
Sept. 13. The event, which was most successful, created quite asen- 
sation in the city. The cars were brought from the company’s 
depét, and upon their arrival opposite the Chamber of Commerce 
the directors of the company, with several other gentlemen, took 
their seats in one of them, while the others were indiscriminately 
occupied. The directors comprised Mr. J. W. H. Williams, B.L., 
director of the Cork and Kinsale Railway (chairman) ; Mr. W. T. Charley, D.C.L.s 
M.P.; Lieut.-Colonel Holland, C.B., K.C.T., director of the London and Yorkshire 
Bank: and Mr. George Clerihew, director of the Credit Foncier of the Mauritius. 
With them were Mr. Nelson, one of the contractors for the tramways; Mr. A. Pull- 
brook, solicitor ; Mr. J. Harris, secretary; and Mr. M. O’Keefe, C.E. When all 
was in readiness the four cars were started and ran down the South Mall, along the 
Grand Parade, and into Patrick-street, each going round the curves beautifully, 
with the exception of one, which for a few moments got off the track. Save this 
slight mishap the journey to the end of the line, which is close to the station of the 
Great Southern and Western Railway, was performed not alone without accident, 
but at a very rapid rate, notwijhstanding the crowded state of the thoroughfares.
